School History 
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The month was March, the day was the eleventh, the year was 1925 when plans for 
our beloved West Side High school were approved. The building cost was $850,000 and 
could accomodate 1,500 pupils with classrooms, an auditorium, three gymnasiums, 
laboratories, art rooms, a music room, shop, lecture rooms, library, kitchen, sewing room, 


cafateria, medical room, and administration offices. 


The school was scheduled to open in September, 1926. On September 8th, the first 
student registered but the building was not fully equipped. The building was still filled 
with debris evidence, and the workmen could still be seen and heard. Classes started on 
September 14, 1926. Mr. Alan Johnson, the Principal, explained to the students what 
he expected of each pupil. There were 520 boys and 273 girls enrolled. There were 
forty-four members of the faculty for the first term. 


The school was to be a senior high school only, accomodating second, third and 
fourth year students but it was thought best to open to freshmen as well. There was no 
senior class the first term. In December, 1926, the first issue of the school’s bi-monthly 
paper was printed. It was entitled, “The Westonian." In January, 1928, the first class 
graduated. Courses offered included, Arts, Classical, both general and non- 
classical. No commercial subjects were taught. West Side High school has endured 
through good and bad times. 


In January,1997, Mr. Fernard Williams became the principal. He was faced with 
the charge of changing West Side’s image. Since taking over the helm of West Side, Mr. 
Williams has instilled school pride, respect for teachers, and he has challenged all 
students to be the very best they can be. As West Side ushers in the new millenium, we 
look forward to facing the demands of the technological world, we look forward to 
reaching heights unknown, and we look forward to our students becoming positive, 
productive, citizens in our larger society.
